| the krowing scason. In dry years 
seeding in rows at some distance 
apart gives more favorable results: 


than thicker seeding. Sweet clover 
wien put in with ordinary grain dri 
in rows 6 inches apart gives a finer 
quality of hay 

Resuita from seedings wiih and 
without nurse crops indicate that 
higher ylelds of sweet clover were re 
ceived where the seeding was done 
without a nurse crop. On the other 
hand, when both the ylelds of the 
nurse crop and sweet clover are con- 
sidered the results favor seeding with . 
a nurse crop. Both oats and barley 
sown at the rate of three péecks to 
the acre proved to be a satisfactory 
nurse crop for sweet clover besides 
giving a good yleld of grain. 

The Scott Station finds alfalfa 
somewhat unsatisfactory because of 
the severity of the climate. Expert- 
mental work is going on with a view 
of selecting the hardiest strains. 

The report of the Station for 1926 
gives fuller information on the grow- 
isg of fodders and other crops as well 
as-the results of the experiments with 
live sjock and poultry, coples of 
which may be obtaine! from the Pub- 
Heations Branch Department of Agri
